In this way 
we are peculiarly indebted to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, and I beg the 
Committee to express to the Society the 
grateful acknowledgments of the Transla- 
tors of the Chinese Scriptures, who are 
connected with the Ultra Ganges Mission. 

May the Divine blessing rest on all the 
Members and Friends of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. 

From the Rev. Dr. Marshman, Serampore, 
Jan. 21, 1820. 

I was duly favoured with your obliging 
letter, €¢ommunicativg the news of the 
munificent donation of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society to us, on account of the 
Chinese Scriptures, for which we beg you 
to offer them our sincere and cordia 
thanks. This generous donation has con- 
tributed exceedingly to encourage us; and 
I have now the satisfaction of intreating 
you to present to the Committee the fol- 
lowing additional parts of the Scriptures in 
that language, the last sheet of which is 
not perfectly corrected. 

The Hagiographa or Poetical Books, 
which volume contains Job, the Psalms,the 
Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, and Canticles. On 
printing off the Pentateuch it appeared 
best to leave the Historical Books, which 
are the easiest part of the Old Testament, 
and proceed immediately to this volume, 
important as its contents are in every point 
of view, and particularly on account of the 
sublime devotion it breathes. 

The Book of Isaiah: this book also de- 
manded our closest attention, both on ac- 
count of its difficulty, & its forming almost 
an epitome of the Gospel in the words of 
prophecy. In going through the press, the 
translation, although it was the second,and 
made at the distance of three years from 
the first, underwent the most rigorous re- 
vision; im revising which we in numerous 
instances availed ourselves of the labours 
of Bishop Lowth. This being finished, as 
Jeremiah and Ezekiel appeared to be par- 
ticularly easy, we passed on to 
The Book of Daniel, and the twelve 
minor Prophets, which we have now the 
pleasure of sending you complete. In this 
volume, which has also undergone a dou- 
ble translation, at the distance of three 
years from each other, we availed our- 
selves chiefly of Archbishop Newcome, 
rather thao of Bishop Horsleyand others, 
on accovst of his*being a less adventurous 
writer, and differing less from the text em- 
bodied in the English version. In consuit- 
ing all these, however, we have endeavor- 
ed to keep in view a middle course : while 
in some cases the original text followed by 
the venerable authers of our English ver- 
sion, has been greatly elucidated by the 
labors of later critics,in some other in- 
stances their conjectural emendations are 
evidently intended by critics themselves to 
be submitted for final decision to the judg- 
ment of the learned and the judicious ; and 
while the former class of criticisms may be 
often adopted, the latter class should be 
followed by a translator with the greatest 
caution, as his object is to lay before a 
heathen nationa decisive rule for faith 
and practice, not to sabmit te them points 
of conjectural criticism. ‘To keep some- 
what within the boundary marked by the 
labors of modern critics, therefore, seems 
to us by far the safest, as farther emenda. 
tions can be easily adopted in future edi- 
tions, as the learned in general may grad- 
ually decide on each suspected passage. 

The remainder of the Oid Testament, 
as itis so much easier than what has been 
already brought through the press, will of 
course occasion little delay, the whole ly- 
ing by usin manuscript. ‘To a second eili- 
tion of the Scriptures, indeed we have al- 
ready begun to turn our attention, begin- 
ding with the New Testament, and pre- 
ceeding to the Pentateuch. That this 
ought to embrace the thought and labor of 

ears we are sufficiently taught by. the 
length of time required to bring our En- 
glish version to its present state of maturi- 
ty: nolessa period than 70 years, from 
Tindal to king James. Nor is this unrea- 
sonable : if, according to the past, nine 
years. may be well spent in imparting accu- 
racy of thought and expression to a haman 
composition, when the author can vary the 
thought at will to suit the expression, how 
much more must this be finally necessary 
to perfect accuracy of expression, when 
the thoughts are Divine and unalterable. 
On this ground, therefore, in a language 
so extensive in its circulation as the Chi- 
nese, two versions, perfectly independent of 
each other, do not appear to us a waste of la- 
bour, though each were to employ the 
whole of the life of many individuals, In 
the second & na ing editions we shall 
feel highly obliged ‘by apy criticisms you

Peter have 
also passed between Mr. H. ‘and myself res- 
pecting his .réligtous feelings; and last 
week I was earnesfiy requested to visit 
Mr. H. as there was evidently a work of _ 
God géing on in both families. 1 went 
down, and never do! think I enjoyed three 


| days of such continued devotional exergis- 


es before. It was a Bethel to my soul. 
Our hearts were full—we had no time to 
think of the world or its concerns; but 
only of what Jesus had done and suffered 
on our behalf.

MADRAS—CUINDILA.) 
Visit of two Persian Christians, 

Much interest was excited, last Summer, 
among many benevolent persons at Botn-| 
bay, Madras, and other places, by two 
Persian Christians, who travelled to col-| 
ject charitable contributions, The account} 
given by them of the body of Christians to/ 
which they belong is very striking ; and_| 
their apparent simplicity and integrity 
gained them very general confidence. The

Knowledge Society, were so well satisfied, 
after due examination, of the trath of their, 
representations, that they gave them a tes-| 
timonial to that effect. A Member also of| 
the Corresponding Committee, at Madras,} 
of the Church Missionary Society, entered! 
much into their case, and addressed to the 
Secretary of the Society a statement of va- 
rious particulars. From these documents 
we have collected the following account of 
these Christians, and the body to which, 
they belong :—- . 

Lucas John is about 40 years of age ; and 
states, that, by the blessing and grace of 
God, he has, for the last ten years, attend- 
ed to the concerns of his soul. Joseph 
John, about 23 years old, has, since the age 
of fifteen, known tke things belonging to 
his peace. 

Their native town is Chosrabad, in the 
Province of Hedesbegan, in Mesopotamia. 
It contains about 700 inhabitants, who are 
all of the same community with themselves. 

They are the’ofispring of ancient Jewish 
Christians, and are now suffering greatly 
onder the government of Persia. Former- 
ly, when onder a Turkish Pasha, they en- 
joyed, in some degree, public justice aw1 
peace; but since they have been subject- 
ed to the pewer of Abbas Mirza, a son o 
the King of Persia, whe resides at Tebriz, 
these poor Christians have been treated 
in a most intolerant and cruel manner ; 
and have had to pay heavy taxes, beyond 
their ability. ‘T'wo sens of Lacas John 
have been seized, and threatened to be 
made Mussulmans; but Mr. Armstrong, 
residing at Tebriz; has become security 
for the payment of 1000 Rupees; 500 of 
which are already collected, the rest still 
wanting. Since their acquaintance with 
Mr. Armstrong, they seem to have suffer- 
ed less from their Mahomedan oppressors. 

The sum of 1000 rupees required to 
satisfy the demands of their oppressors,who 
have retained the two children of their 
fumily as hostages for payment, amounts to 
much more than that sum according to the 
rupee of India, which is of fess value. 

They collected about 700 rupees at 
Bombay, Cochin, cae, and the inter- 
mediate places, and tas much more 
at Madras. oe

A MODERN GREEK MARRIAGE, 
Fiom Wiiliams’s Travels in Italy, Greece, &e. 


We went to the wedding of a Greek lady, 
daughter of the first physician. As the ceremo- 
ny was curious, | shall attempt to describe it to 
yon. Cloves and nutmegs wrapped up in a 
small parcel, were left at the house of the Con- 
sul where we lived, and this is the mode of invi- 
tation to a wedding at Patras, The poorer class 
leave only cloyes, nutmegs being dear. When 
we arrived at the door ofthe court yard, we 
found the physician’s janissary in waiting in a 
rich robe of scarlet; his pistols, of embossed sil- 
ver, stuck in his silk girdle, were opposed to a 
vest of blue velvet trimmed with gold lace ; his 
turban, short petticoat, and trowsers, were of the 

rest white, and hisgaiters were of scariet vel- 
vet embroidered with gold: his dress, indeed, 
might have suited a priace. Every farthing which 
these servants receive in wages is laid out on 
clothes, and they contrive fo preserve them well. 

The court before the house was miserable and 
dirty, and the house itself had a very mean ap- 
pearance. We ascended by a broad ladder, and 
found the mother of the bride, with some other 
ladies, standing in the entry, but they did not 
seem totake any part in the ceremony of re- 
receiving the visitors. On entering the room 
where the matriage ceremony was performed, 
we found the father of the lady, a fine looking 
eld man, dressed in rich robes, witha cylinder 
cap of fur, like a large muff, seated on his divan 
or sofa, which was about nine feet broad, and 
went all round the room, provided with cushings 
atthe back. To this we were cénducted, and 
found ourselves raised about 18 inches from the 
floor. We squatted down like the Greeks, with 
our legs under us, when a handsome and elegant 
attendant in robes of blue and purple stepped 
forward,& presented each of us with along pipe, 
-which we smoked. The room was wretchedly 
furnished; a few course wooden chairs, all. dif- 
ferent in fashion and size,a wooden clock, a 
press, three or four barbarous pictures of the Vir- 
gin and child, and the Apostles, the faces and 
crowns cf glory done in raised tin, and the drap- 
ery with paiut. Shortly after our arrival, seven 
or eight prieste with long beards entered, dress- 
ed black; a small ricketty table being then 
brought to the middle of the room, the robes 
of the prieste wrapped up in bundles, were laid 
upon it, and opened by the priests. The dresses 
were different, but all highly ornamented with 
flowers and embroidery. When their ordinary 
dress was concealed by their canonicals, these 
ecclesiastics looked pretty well. 

A large book was put upon the table, with 
some wine ina tumbler, and a roll of bread. 
Then entered the bridegroom, a man about fifty, 
in a pelisse of pale blue, and white loose Dutch 
looking breeches; his turban as white as snow, 
and whiskers of a tremendous size! Next appear- 
ed the lady, about 90 years of age, short and 
rather pretty, Her bait, which was hardly to be 
discovered through the profusion of golden and 
gilded ornaments, hung down behind, mixed 
with threads of gold, as iow as her haunches. 
Across her forehead was a band. on which were 
fixed various gold coins. She wore a dark pur- 
ple pelisse edged with fur, underwhich wasa 
short vest of white silk, richly é¢mbroidered ; a 
zone of silk, with richly embossed clasps, like 
small saucers, encircled the lower part of her 
waist, and h down upon her loins. She look- 
ed very shy aod modest. Every eye was fixed 
upon her. Behind her’ stood her mother holdi 
pher ap; the good old lady's hair was dyed r 
the favorite colour of hair ia Greece.
